BOSTON, Dec. 24.—Three uppef sto- 
ries of.a five-story brick building, 381- 
uS9 Congress street, corner of B street. 
South Boston, were gutted 
by fire 
early yesterday morning. The flames, 
discovered at 4J5 by Policeman Fal- 
lon of division 1C, was not under con- 
trol until 6.30. 
Five alarms were sounded, and at 


one juncture, with the. blaze bursting 
through tho roof and walls collapsing, 
the entire district was menaced. 
The 


loss is estimated at $150,000. 


Probe Origin of Firo 


Federal, state and local officials are 


probing the origin oC the fire, which 
started in tho third, floor and went 
through to the roof so rapidly as to 
baffle the firemen. 
The third and fourth, floors were oc- 
cupied by the Boston Scale and Ma- 
chine company, engaged principally in 
turning out parts of rifles lor tho 
United States government, and the 
fifth floor by the Westinghouge Elec- 
tric company as- a- storehouse. 
Thousands of Westinghouse electric 


bulbs were smashed by the heat, caus- 
ing noises like explosions, and the re- 
port was widely circulated that a mu- 
nitions factory had been destroyed. The 
fact that the building is in the alien 
enemy zone gave an additional realis- 
tic touch to this rumor. 
With the temperature around zero 


and a gale sweeping the waterfront, 
the firemen were greatly handicapped, 
especially in the use of ladders, which 
were soon coated with ice. 
Several had narrow escapes. A squad 


from Engine 39, headed by District 
Chief Stephen Ryan, were almost 
trapped on the third floor, • when the 
flames shot across .the hall, cutting 
them off temporarily from a stairway 
to which they finally found their way 
and rushed out into the street for 
resuscitation. 
Four times the men of Engines 7, So 


and 39 -were driven into the street by 
smoke and flames while dragging lines 
of hose over the main staircase. 
The 
aerial ladder was taken away from a 
third-story window in flames. 


Firemen in Great Danger 


"Waen a floor in the rear of the 


fourth story collapsed, Engines 1 and 
43 squads grouped on a fire escape 
were in great danger. 
It is estimated that the damage to 
the building is $50,000, and that the 
other losses are: 
Boston Scale and 
Machinery company, 
$45,000; West- 
inghouse Electric company, 
$25,000; 


Crucible Steel company, which occu- 
pied the first and second floors, $30,000. 


About 500 persons are thrown out 


of work by the blaze.

The. cards of our population have 


become sadly mixed in the shuffle of 
organizing war-time activities a»nd re- 
cruiting some millions of men for our 
army and navy. 


"What is the government going to do 


for the soldiers and sailors who come 
back, disabled and handicapped from 
Hie front? 


3n tho old days 
the 
government 


used to give them land—which 
the 


speculators gra.bbed and sold at con- 
siderable profit—n pension, sympathy, 
and then turned them loose on the 
world. 
There must be a new deal. 
Plans are now under way in Wash- 


ington for the development of a. broad 
and comprehensive plan for caring for 
the crippled soldier. 


The program calls not only for their 


medical and surgical rehabilitation but 
for their Vocational rehabilitation as 
well. 
In other words, the returned soldier 


will lie given a 
trade 
or industry 


adapted to his disability. 


And after having trained him the 


government will find a job for him. 


Congress will shortly be asked to 


provide funds for. the building up of 
a system of vocational re-education in 
the" 
United States similar to that 


which is doing such magnificent work 
in Canada. 


Indications also are that with. the 


exception of wa>£; and 
means 
for 


financing the war no problem will be 
given more serious attention by the 
present session of congress than that 
of providing for the after-war redis- 
tribution of our soldiers and the mil- 
lions of workers who have been drawn 
to the cities during the past three 
years by the demand for labor, in the j

All farmers will be 
allowed five years in which to make 
certain improvements and develop the 
farms. 


Australia has worked but a scheme

INTERESTING LETTERS FROM LOWELL 


SOLDIERS IN THE WAR ZONE 


It seems rather harsh to term the 
services la the churches of the city 
yesterday "war-time" observances of 
Christmas. The 'word implies sombre- 
ness and dullness, and yesterday's ser- 
vices were anything biit sombre. True, 
they were more serious than on previ- 
ous Christmas Sundays, but the ele- 
ment at joyfulness and gladness was 
strong enough to predominate, at least, 
if not entirely vanquish the inevitable 
knowledge that the country is at war. 


Preachers spoke of war, but 
they 


also, spoke o£ Christmas. They didnt 
attempt to conciliate the two. 
That 


would be impossible. 
But they did 


sncccefl in .leaving with their listeners 
the knowledge that the great events of 
which Christinas day is but a symbol 
are so big and so great that they wUl 
dominate any earthly ovent, no matter 
how important it may be historically, 
nor how much sorrow and suffering it 
may bring upon the people of 
the 


world. In a word, we are engaged in 
a great war, but we are to celebrate 
an even greater Christmas.

I 
will tell you what I thought the army 
was like before I came Into It 
In 
the first place It ti one hundred time* 
better than I thought. I imagined that 
we would be sleeping on the ground 
in our tents, and in our uniforms as wo 
would not have enough blankets to 
keep us wurm. But Instead we have 
nice homes In huts or billets and it Is 
up to the men in them to keep them- 
selves comfortable as there are plents- 
of stoves and plenty of coaj to put 
in them. 
Wo have two stoves in our'- 


hut, sleep on eots with hay mattresses 
and have five heavy blankets tha.t you 
can double up in such a way as to 
get in between them with five under 
and five over you. 
So you see it is 


not so bad living in huts after all. 
The grab is the same way, much bet- 
ter than I thought it would be and If 
anything I am gaining weight I left 
18 pounds at Rockinghnm. 
Of course 
there is considerable hardship 
and 
constant danger, but so is 
London, 


and in fact any of the seaport cities 
among the allies all over the world. 
That is, it is possible for any of them 
to be visited by hostile U-boats or air- 
planes so you can see we are all in 
danger. 


I will now tell yon about my issue of 
ciothes. 
Thus far I have received 
everything but' the overcoat and vrill 
get that later. 
Quite a number of us 
are -without them as very few large 
coats came. 
I got oight suits of un- 


derwear, four summer and four winter, 
two pairs of trousers, one blouse and 
another coming, three O-D shirts, two 
hats, one pair of leggings, sir pairs of 
stockings, three pairs of shoes, and if 
I was asked (that is, if I was in Lowell 
and about to report for work) what the 
shoes were worth to me I would say 
without a moment's hestitation. J30. 
One pair of the shoes are what the 
English issued to us, just like what 
Ihey use in ttte trenches and as Squire 
McVey would say: 'They are beauts.' 
And then we have the American field 
shoes and the American dress shoes, 
two suits of overalls and one poncho, 
so you see we are well looked after.

Each soldier will receive a package 


containing socks, handkerchiefs, to- 
bacco, sweets, some articles of food 
and a distinctive present. 


Another distribution will be made in 


Venice on Christmas eve and Christ- 
mas morning to wounded soldiers and 
civilian 
poor. 
Large numbers of 


wounded are now coming: in from the 
Piave to the 
hospitals 
of 
Venice. 


Each of these will be remembered with 
clothing, food and sweets. 


The civilian poor are being cared 


for regularly to the number of 1200. 
Eight hundred received meals at one 
American soup kitchen and 400 at an- 
other. 
In addition to an extra Christ- 


mas dinner each woman and child will 
receive a present of clothing and food. 
The 
clothing consists 
of 
blankets, 


shawls, underclothing and stockings, 
most of which has been manufactured 
in the American Red Cross factory at 
Maestra, a suburb of Venice. 
The 


city of Venice remains comparatively 
undisturbed by the recent renewal of 
enemy pressure on the lower Piave. 
nearest to Venice, where his line is 12 
miles east of the city.

Before he left «he wan put 
in th« care of the local anti-tuberculosis 
association. A nurse made daily yisita, 
tiring her instructions and helping her 
to take the "cure." The nurse ha« never 
lost track of the wife since her husband 
left. 
She makes weekly reports to « 


relative, who in turn writes to tho man 
in the trerches telling him of his wife's 
improvement. 


The association asis tils question:— 


"How do you suppose these letters reset 
upon the man in Pershins's army? Don't 
you ioiagine they help t» fire him with 
fighting zeal and enable Mm to irtaod 
loyally by the task he has undertaken?"

BOSTON, Dec. 24.—Three upper sto- 


ries of a flve-story brick building, SSl- 
;!S9 Congress street, corner of B street. 
South Boston, were suited 
by fire 


early yesterday morning. The flames, 
discovered at 4.15 by Policeman 'Fal- 
lon of division 16, was not under con- 
trol until 6.30. 
Five alarms wero sounded, and at 


one, juncture, with the blaze bursting 
through the roof and walls collapsing, 
tho entire district was menaced. 
Tho 


loss is estimated at J150.000. 
Probe Origin of Fira 


Federal, state and local officials are 


probing the origin o£ the fire, which 
started in tho third floor and went 
through to the roof so rapidly as to 
baffle the firemen. 
The third and fourth floors were oc- 


cupied by the Boston Scale and Ma- 
chine company, engaged principally in 
turning out parts of rifles for th« 
United States government, and tho 
fifth, floor by the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric company as a storehouse. 
' Thousands of Westinghouse electric 
bulbs were smashed by the heat, caus- 
ing noises like explosions, and the re- 
port was widely circulated that a mu- 
nitions factory had been destroyed. The 
fact that the building ia in the alien 
enemy zone gave an additional realis- 
tic touch to this rumor. 
"With tho temperature around zero 


and a grale sweeping the waterfront, 
the firemen were greatly handicapped, 
especially in the use of ladders, which 
were soon coated with ice. 
Several had narrow escapes. A squad 


from Kngine 39, headed by District 
Chief Stephen 
Ryan, 
were almost 


trapped on the third1 floor, when the 
flames shot across the 
hall, . cutting 


them, off temporarily from a stairway 
to which they finally found their way 
and rushed out into the street 
for 


resuscitation. 
Four times the men of Engines 7. 25 


and 39 were driven into the street by 
smoke and flames while dragging lines 
of hose over the main staircase. 
The 


aerial ladder was taken away from a 
third-story window in flames. 
Firemen in Great Danger 


When a floor in thp rear of the 


fourth story collapsed, Engines 1 and 
43 squads grouped on a fire escape 
were in great danger. 
It is estimated that the damage to 


the building is $60,000, and that the 
other losses are: Boston Scale and 
Machinery company, 
545,000; 
West- 


inghouse Electric company, 
$25,000; 


Crucible Steel company, which occu- 
pied the first and second floors, 530,000. 


About 500 persons are thrown out 


of work by the blaze.

There must he a new deal. 
Plans are now under way in Wash- 


ington for the development of a. broad 
and comprehensive plan for caring for 
tho crippled soldier. 


The program calls not only for then- 


medical and surgical rehabilitation but 
for their vocational rehabilitation as 
well. 
In other words, the returned 'soldier 


will he given a^ trade 
or industry 


p-dapled to his disability. 


Am} after having trained him the 


government will find a job for him. 


Congress will shortly be asked to 


provide funds for the building up of 
a system of vocational re-education ill 
Uie United States similar to that 
which is doing such magnificent work 
in Canada- 


Indications also are that with the 


exception of w:>.3fj and 
means 
for 


financing the war no problem will be 
given more serious attention by the 
present session of congress than that 
of providing for the after-war redis- 
tribution of our soldiers and the mil- 
lions of workers who have been drawn 
to the cities during the past three 
years by the demand for labor in the 
great war industries. 


Bills already are before 
congress 


pointing a solution. Representative 
Crovsser of Ohio, and Senator Shep-- 
pard of Texas, have submitted meas- 
ures under which tho federal govern- 
ment would undertake 
directly the 


coloniza.tion of farm lands. 
The whole problem of farm colony 


development, students of the question 
agree, rests upon the ability of the 
government to make rural life more 
attractive.

The first test will be made near Port 


Arthur, where 30 sets o£ farm build- 
ings will be grouped .in one eonimun- 
Separate houses axe provided for 
single men. 


The government will clear 10 acres 


of land and advance $500 on each im- 
provement, charging 6 per cent inter- 
est. No payments are required during: 
the first three years, and the loan ex- 
pires in 20 years. All farmers will be 
allowed five years in which to make 
certain improvements and develop the 
farms. 


Australia has worked out a scheme 


by which large tracts of land are set 
aside for colonization by soldiers after 
the war. 


Canada's Military Hospital commis- 


sion also has 
a, special vocational 


training branch charged -with the .re- 
sponsibility of,: Providing useful voca- 
tional training as occupational treat- 
ment for all convalescents in Military 
Hospital commission institutions; and 
re-educating the 10 per cent of disable 
soldiers who are unable to return to 
their former occupations.

"WASHINGTON, pec. 24.—The gov- 


ernment's 
shlpbn tiding- program on 


Dec. 1, was 18.3 per cent, on its way 
to completion as disclosed today in an 
analysis of statistics supplied by 
the 


shipping1 board to th& senate commerce 
committee investigating progress of 
the work. 


The program, calling: for 
5,246,308 


tons of shipping: is divided as follows: 
Wood and composite vessels, 437, of 
1,551,900 tons, ten per cent, completed; 
requisitioned Bteel ships 431 of 3,056,- 
OOS tons, 39 per cent, completed; can- 
tract steel ships, 527 of 3,638,400 tons, 
four per cent, completed. 
The percentage of completion given 
does not take into account 
the con- 


struction of new shipyards in 
•which 
many of the vessels will be built, 
or 
work done toward obtaining- engines, 
boilers and other equipment. 


Of 370 wood hulls contracted for, 
keels have been laid for 166. oC which 
130 were laid down in yards which, 
did not exist when the contracts-were 
let. 
The 
, wooden 
hulls 
were 
ordered 
from 
72 yards, 
of which 
51 have been built from the ground up 
since the contracts wore let. The per- 
ntage of completion of wooden hulls, 


figuring- on the entire program, which 
included hulls on which 
construction 
has .not started, is mine per-cent. 


Of 5S composite 
ships 
for 
which 


contracts were let keels 
have been 
laid for 32. 
These 12 on December 1, 
were 20 per cent- completed. The con- 
tracts went to four ship yards, three 
of which did not exist when the con- 
tracts were made. The three yards vir- 
tually have been completed and they 
will begin construction of ships with- 
in a few weeks. 
Eleven keels for steel 
ships hare 
been laid in in new yards. Contracts 
were let for steel ships to 32 yards oC 
which 20 are new. The percentage of. 
completion of the steel program—four 
per cent.—does not include the con- 
struction of tho new yards.

trenches on Christmas eve. They will 
be accompanied by detachments of sol- 
diers with trucks bearing huge bundles 
of gifts for distribution among 
the 


troops. 
Each soldier will, receive a package 


containing socks, handkerchiefs, 
to- 


bacco, sweets, some articles of food 
and a distinctive present 


Another distribution will be made in 


Venice on Christmas eve and Christ- 
mas morning to wounded soldiers and 
civilian 
poor. 
Large numbers of 


wounded are now coming in from the 
Piave to the , hospitals 
of 
Venice. 


Each of these will be remembered with 
clothing, food and sweets. 


The civilian poor are being cared 


for regularly to the number of 1200. 
Eight hundred received meals at one 
American soup kitchen and 400 at an-' 
other. 
In addition to an extra Christ- 


mas dinner each woman and child wiU 
receive a present of clothing and food. 
The 
clothing 
consists 
of blankets, 


shawls, underclothing and stockings, 
most of which has been manufactured 
in the American Red Cross factory at 
Maestro, a suburb of Venice. 
The 


city of Venice remains comparatively 
undisturbed by the recent renewal ,of 
enemy pressure on the lower Piave, 
nearest to Venice, where his line is 12 
miles east of the city. 
While shells 


from the 
heavy 
guns 
could 
reach 


Venice, it is known that the enemy 
has been unable to bring across the 
river anything except machine guns 
and a few pieces of small calibre. 
No 


shells have fallen anywhere near the 
city. 
The 'rumble of the bombard- 


ment can be heard day and night, but 
the population has become accustomed 
to it, as it had to the previous menace 
from the air and the sea- 
One of the chief reasons for calm is 


the belief that Pope Benedict has in- 
tervened in some way by which the 
Austrians will not shell the city.

report cannot be 
verified, 
but 
the 


population generally believes it and it 
is one of the main reasons for the 
calm with which the pressure on the 
lower Piave has been accepted. 


The custodians of the art treasures 


have considered it desirable to move a 
large number of paintings and statues 
which up to Oils time had been stored 
within the city.

the entire bulk of removable treasures 
has been taken away. • It was esti- 
mated that 12,000 square metres ot 
paintings were taken from the Ducal 
palace alone.
